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3. REPORT OF SECRETARY OP IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Iowa Annual Conference, held at Muscatine, 

September 6, A. D. 1882: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren:— Through the abundant mercy of God I 
have the privilege of again presenting you the annual report of the Iowa Wes- 
leyan University, and am happy to say that the past year has been one of peace, 
harmony and prosperity for the school. 

While the warring elements in their fury have desolated the homes of many of 
the people of our state, and have laid in ruin a sister institution in the town of 
Grinnell, yet has the divine hand so signally preserved and protected our uni- 
versity, that amidst the wildest raving of the storms not a shingle was taken 
from its roof or a brick removed from its walls, although the large trees of the 
campus were broken and torn in almost every conceivable manner, and a brick 
out building that had cost about nine hundred dollars was completely demolish- 
ed; yet we feel thankful that the loss was no greater. 

The Joint Board of Trustees and Visitors met June 19th, and in compliance 
with the request of the Conference their by-laws were so changed as to make the 
President of the University ex-officio a member of the Board of Trustees. 

At the same session the following changes in the faculty were made, to- wit: 

Rev. T. J. McFarland was elected to the chair of Belles Lettres and English 
Literature, and also made Vice-President of the University. 

Miss Anna Downey was elected to the chair of Mathematics. 

Prof. J. H. Peck was elected to the chair of Didactics, and also made Princi- 
pal of the Academic Department. 

Prof. W. A. Jones was elected to the chairs of Latin and Greek Lang, and Lit. 

Mrs. Bell A. Mansfield, who for years filled the chair of Belles Lettres and % 

History in an able and very acceptable manner was, in consequence of the pres- 
sure of domestic obligations and duties, compelled to resign her position. ^ 

The Board adopted a resolution requesting the Bishop to appoint Rev. S. S. 

Murphy agent for the institution, provided the Conference would arrange for the 
payment of his salaTJ^ This condition was made, because in readjusting the 
faculty they found the expense would be increased about seven hundred dol- 
lars over what it was last year, and they ask that the Conference assist them 
so far as to meet the salary of an agent. 

The subject of the Unification of the Methodist Colleges of Iowa received 
careful consideration, and after full discussion, the following was adopted, to- wit: 

Whereas, It is deemed desirable, if possible, to secure some unity of action 
in the educational work of the Methodist Cnurch in the state of Iowa, which may 
be consistent with the independent existence and vigorous growth and increased 
prosperity of each of the existing institutions of learning under the control of 
said church; and 

Whereas, The report and plan now under consideration by the Board will 
not in our judgment subserve the best interest of the institution under our care, 
therefore. 

Resolved, That a committee of three be appointed to take the whole subject 
under careful consideration and report to this Board at its next annual meeting, 
in accordance with the foregoing. 

The committee contemplated in the foregoing was made to consist of Drs. W. 

J. Spaulding, J. C. W. Coxe, and W. I. B^b. 

Hon. Jas. Harlan and W. F. Cowles were added to the above committee. 

It afford^ your secretary unspeakable pleasure to be able to report a steady, 
healthful growth of the institution from year to year. 
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Under the wise and prudent management of its President, Dr. Spaulding, and 
with the hearty co-operation of the members of the faculty, all of whom have 
labored with a commendable zeal and earnestness, the institution has been rap- 
idly rising in the favor and confidence of the people, and the past year, as will be 
seen by the catalogue, has been perhaps the most successful in all its career. 

There were in attendance during the year, 295 students, classified as follows: 

Seniors, 24; Juniors, 14; Sophomores, 32; Freshmen, 60; Academic Depart- 
ment, 123; other departments, 38. (Normal class and Music.) 

The graduating class consisted of 24 persons, eight receiving the degree of A. 
B. and 16 the degree of B. S.

the south seventeen seminaries and colleges attended by the whites, and twen- 
ty-two similar institutions attended by colored young men and women. These 
schools are all either supported or superintended by this great society. These 
schools have an aggregate attendance of over 6,000 students, many of whom- 
are young men and young women studying to prepare themselves to be minis- 
ters and teachers in the South, where live one-fourth the entire membership of 
the church, and a class the most helpless, ignorant and needy of any in the 
church; therefore, 

Resolved, 1st. That we express ourselves in hearty sympathy with the work 
and aims of the Freedman’s Aid Society, which seeks the elevation of the peo- 
ple of the South, by aiding in their education and Christianization, and we 
pledge ourselves to a more earnest effort in the work of securing funds for this 
very important part of our church work. 

Resolved, 2d, That we rejoice to hear of the success of the society during 
the past year in the way of the economical management of the funds as well as 
in the erection of new buildings and the establishing of new schools, and also 
in the large attendance upon these schools. 

Resolved, 3d, That the claims of the Society upon us, the magnitude and 
importance of the work so great that we will no longer put it on a par with the 
Tract Cause and the Sunday School Union, but will make it one of the promi- 
nent causes, and so present it to our people. 

Resolved, 4th, That we express our gratitude to Dr. Hartzel, Assistant Cor- 
responding Secretary of the Society, for the able and instructive address de- 
livered before this Conference in behalf of this cause.

VIII. MEMOIRS 



A — CLARA EHRMAN PATTERSON. 

The subject of this Memoir was bom in Van Buren county, Iowa, April 
26th', A. D. 1851; was converted and joined the M. E. Church November, 1871; 
was united m marriage with Rev. W. E. Patterson, October 7th, A. D. 1872. As 
a faithful and devoted wife of an itinerant minister she served witli her husband 
on the following charges, to- wit: Montrose, two years; Independent, two years; 
Troy, one year; Milton, two years; Drakeville; First Church, Keokuk, one year. 

On going to the last named charge, she with her husband felt that the 
double duty was before them — that of seeking the conversion of souls, and 
clearing the society of an embarrassing debt that had oppressed them for years. 
In the midst of this arduous undertaking, and forgetful of the delicacy of her 
own constitution, she by over work and exposure contracted what at first was 
supposed to be only an ordinary cold, but which gradually developed into pul- 
monary consumption, ending her life October 9th, A. D. i881. 

The name of sister Patterson may well be placed among those who have 
worn themselves out in the cause of the Master. Slender in constitution, but 
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strong in her determination, she severely taxed both body and mind in order 
that their charge might prosper, and that she might aid in accomplishing the 
end in view. Nor was she disappointed in this, for although her health gave 
way, yet she had the exquisite pleasure of seeing many converted, and the in- 
debtedness on the church cancelled. This last year of her life was one of the 
greatest in labor and greatest in success. Sister Patterson possessed many rare 
and excellent qualities, which made her attractive and lovable. She was atfable 
in disposition, sprightly in intellect, and exceptionally buoyant and cheerful in 
spirit. She lived in perpetual sunshine, and in a high degree possessed the 
faculty of making others share in the same happy cheerfulness which she 
lenjoyed herself. But above’ all, she possessed a clear orthodox Christian experi- 
ence — not spasmodic or demonstrative, but steady and uniform, constantly 
exhibiting itself in words of kindness and in deeds of charity. It seemed to 
be her special delight to minister to those in want, or to help in some way those 
that had need. Her last hours were full of immortal hope. A life that had 
been so bright and happy, so full of labor and sacrifice for the Master, so full of 
anxiety and desire for His cause, could scarcely be otherwise. She came to her 
end having the consciousness that she had “fought a good fight, finished her 
course, and kept the faith.” As a wife and mother she was dutiful, affectionate 
and loving. She was a warm and cordial friend, an exemplary and faithful 
Christian. She rests from her labors, and her works follow her.

B — MRS. ANN C. BEAN CLARK. 

The subject of this memoir was born in Adams county. 111., March 1, 1836; 
was converted and united with the M. E. Church when about twelve years of 
age. On the fourth of July, 1855, she was married to Rev. G.H, Clark, of the 
Iowa Conference. For many years she shared with him in the toils and priva- 
tions, the joys and triumphs of the itinerancy, until impaired health compelled 
her husband to retire from the active work. She still retained her love and zeal 
for the Master’s cause, doing all she could to promote its interests and contrib- 
ute to its success. In every department of Christian labor it may be said of her 
as was said of one of old; “She did what she could,” never counting the cost 
to herself of any work or sacrifice that would bring honor to God or advance 
the interests of the Church. 

She was quiet and unassuming in deportment, yet decided and pronounced 
in Christian character, always true to her convictions, and so filled with the 
spirit of her mission and love for the Master that every charge on which she 
lived felt the impress of her pure Christian life. 

About a year before her death her health began to fail, but with declining 
health came no diminution of love and zeal for the cause of Christ. To- \ 
ward the close of life she suffered at times intensely, yet never murmured or 
complained, but expressed the most complete resignation to the will of God, of- 
ten praising Him for His loving kindness in sustaining her in all her afflictions. 

A short time before she died, the doctor said to her, “I am a plain, frank man, 
and have a hope of Heaven.” She replied, “Bless God, so have I. Keep that 
bright.” He continued, “You are a dangerously sick woman.” She told him 
he need have no fears to tell her anything regarding her condition, expressing 
the most unfaltering faith in the promises of God. She closed her eyes on 
earthly scenes, and her spirit passed away to “ the rest that remains to the peo- 
ple of God.”

XI. STATE OF THE CHURCH. 



REPORT OP THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

Since little change in the state of the Church has taken place this year, your 
committee feel they can do no better than re-aflirm much of the report adopted 
at our last session. 

Recognizing the fact that intemperance has long been in the way of the 
progress of the kingdon of Christ, we can but rejoice, and congratulate the 
country generally, and the ministry and churches particularly, that since our 
last session an amendment to the constitution of our state, forever prohibiting 

3 
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the manufacture, sale and use, as a beverage, of all intoxicating drinks whatsoever, 
has been adopted by a large majority of the votes of the commonwealth; and 
we cherish the hope that we will not relax our efforts until such laws are enacted 
and enforced as shall thoroughly carry into execution the will of the people on 
this subject. 

Though it may not come directly within the scope of the duties of this cotn- 
mitteee, we cannot forbear to call the attention of the Pastors and Quarterly Con- 
ference Committees on “ Church Records,” to the importance ; of keeping those 
records as exactly and legibly as possible. 

It may not be politic to complain of the decline of Spiritual power in the 
Church and Ministry, yet a suspicion even, that this may be true, should 
awaken alarm, and lead both pastors and people to ‘‘ Stand in the way and in- 
quire after the old paths, where is the good way, and walk therein.” A minis- 
try that preaches Christ only, and a membership devoted to the will of God 
and consecrated to the welfare of the race, would have no grounds for the com- 
plaint of declension in spiritual power. Till He come in saving power, our cry 
should be, “0 Lord, revive Thy work!” 

We are sorry to note any diminution in receipts from the churches this year 
for benevolent purposes. For this there may be some cause in the circumstances 
surrounding us, which we could not control; yet we can but believe the evil may 
hereafter be remedied largely by a more faithful and persistent presentation of 
these interests to our people, on the part of the pastors.

XII. STATE OF THE COUNTRY. 



Every epoch and age has its own dangers and difficulties, which have en- 
gaged the earnest thou^t of statesmen and Christian philanthropists. In tak- 
ing a survey of the field of our national life and civilization, we must avoid the 
Scylla of the optimist on the one hand, and the Charybdis of the pessimist on the 
other. We have our dangers in this day, but we have also our defences. 

The influx of European and Asiatic peoples into this land has its dangerous 
side. Th^ may come in such numbers that it may not be possible for the 
elevating forces of the country to assimilate them sufficiently soon, so as to pre- 
vent danger to the state. However, at the present time that period has not 
come. All that seems to be demanded now on the part of our government is 
to see that no nationality shall be unreasonably discriminated against, and that 
this fair land should not be made a Botany Bay— a place of rendezvous for the 
criminal classes of Europe and Asia. All that is demanded of the Church is to 
infuse spiritual life among them through the diffusion of gospel light. The 
eating cancers of all national life, from primitive times down to our day, are 
illiteracy and irreligion. By the combined light of pulpit, press and school, the 
Church can lead up to the higher planes of life these incoming millions through 
the years. It matters not whether protestant, pagan or papal, they must be won 
to God, and American citizenship along the lines of ethnic sympathy. In this 
way the Christian Church will be in the future, as in the past, the best defence 
of the state. 
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The enthronement of the Christian Sabbath on the great national heart is 
necessary to the happiness, prosperity and permanency of the state. The essential 
truth was expressed by the late Charles Sumner, in reply to the great French 
statesman, Gambetta, when the latter inquired “ what was necessary to put the 
French republic upon a prosperous and an enduring basis.’' The great Ameri- 
can replied: “ A respect for and an observance of the Christian Sabbath.” 

Your committee need not waste time in repeating what you have so often 
expressed in your labors to promote the prohibitory constitutional amendment, 
namely: that the traffic in intoxicating drinks is the greatest foe to our nation. 
It impoverishes the state, builds our jails, penitentiaries, and poor-houses, 
deteriorates the human race, antagonizes the Church, fills the cells of eternal 
dispair, and leaves empty many mansions in heaven. We hail the dawning of 
the day when there shall be placed in the constitution of every state, such a 
prohibitory amendment as sheds luster now upon the names of Iowa and Kan- 
sas: and not this only; but when there shall be p^ced in the constitution of the 
United States an amendment, making the manufacture and sale of intoxicants 
the colossal crime^ then many millions will go to the courts of the Most High, 
who now consume their days and lives in the temples of Bacchus. 

Your committee would not close this hasty review without voicing the long- 
suffering indignation of Christian sentiment, that the national government has 

S ermitted the entrenchment of a power within the nation, which is bold, defiant, 
esperate and dangerous; and trar^les under its feet not only the decalogue, 
but the constitution and the laws. We hail with pride the labors of Hon. M. A. 
McCoid, and all others of our Iowa representatives in Washington, who have 
spoken and acted fearlessly to secure the late anti-polygamy bill. We earnestly 
hope that the same respect for national morality and safety will be observed, not 
only in perfecting all these anti-polygamy laws, but also in their enforcement.

CONSTITUTIONS OF AUXILIARY SOCIETIES. 



CONSTITUTION OF IOWA CONFERENCE MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 



Article 1. This Society shall be called “ The Iowa Conference Missionary 
Society, auxiliary to the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church.” 

Art. 2. The objects of this Society shall be the diffusion of missionary intel- 
ligence, the raising of naeans for the missionary cause in our Church, and the 
general promotion of missionary interests within this Conference. 

Art. 3. The business of this Society shall be directed by a Board, to be 
known as “The Board of Missions of the Iowa Conference;” to consist of a 
President, Vice-President, and one ministerial and one lay manager for each 
district of the Iowa Conference, to be appointed annually, and a Corresponding 
Secretary, Recording Secretary, Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer, who shall 
hold their offices at the pleasure of the said Conference; the said Conference to 
nominate and appoint the said managers from time to time; the officers to be 
elected by the Society, on the nomination of the President of the Conference. 

Art. 4. The said Board shall act from year to year as the Standing Com- 
mittee of the said Conference on the Missionary Cause; except that the appro- 
priation of missionary money within the Conference, and the establishment of 
domestic missions, shall be referred to the Bishop and Presiding Elders, who 
shall constitute the standing committee on domestic missions in said Conference. 

Art. 5. It shall be the duty of the said Board, through their Secretary and 
Treasurer, to present to the said Iowa Conference, annually, a full report of 
their finances and action, for the approval of the Conference. And the Treas- 
urer shall carefully compare his report of collections with that of the Statistical 
S^-retary of said Conference, for the correction of .errors, and shall report to 
said Conference any unexplained discrepancies in said report. And said Treas- 
urer shall admit in his report of collections only actual cash receipts, for which 
he shall have in his possession either the money or satisfactory vouchers. But 
he shall make a separate report of any other donations or bequests made to the 
missionary cause in said Conference during the year. 

Art. 6. An annual meeting of the said Board shall be held at the seat of 
the sessionj'of said Iowa Conference at a time to be fixed by the said Board, at 
which the reports of collections, donations and bequests shall be made, and any 
necessary business transacted. There shall also in connection with said Con- 
ference session, be held an anniversary of the Society to hear the financial re- 
ports and addresses designed for the promotion of the cause. 

Art. 7. Thelpayment ^of five dollars or more at one time shall constitute a 
life member; of one dollar an annual member, and of three dollars by a person 
under fifteen years of age a juvenile member of this society. And the Secretary 
shall include; in ’his report to the said Conference the names of all such donors, 
with the names of those who, by the payment of the sums fixed by the Parent 
Society, are constituted ! life, members or Directors of the Parent Society. And 
the names of said life members and Directors shall be forwarded to the Corre- 
sponding Secretaries of the Parent Society at New York.

Art. 8. All moneys raised by the Society, deducting necessary expenses, 
shall be forwarded to the Treasurer of the Parent Board, to be appropriated for 
the purposes contemplated by the donors; and the receipt of said Treasurer, or 
of an agent of the Book Concern, and for money applied on expenses, the order 
of the Board, signed by the President, shall be the voucher of the Treasurer of 
this Board. 

Art. 9. This Constitution shall be in force from and after the close of the 
session of said Iowa Conference for 1872, and the said Conference shall, at its 
said session, nominate and appoint the first Board of Missions as herein pro- 
vided. 

Art. 10. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any time, by the 
said Iowa Conference, after one day’s notice of such proposed change. 



CONSTITUTION OF IOWA CONFERENCE CHURCH-EXTENSION SOCIETY. 



Article I. The title of this society shall be, “ The Church-Extension Society 
of the Iowa Conference, auxiliary to the Church-Extension Society of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church.” 

Art. 2. The object of the Society shall be to assist the Parent Society in 
“ Enabling the several Annual Conferences to extend and establish their Chris- 
tian influence throughout the United States, by aiding, whenever necessary, to 
secure suitable houses of worship, and such other church property as may pro- 
mote the general design. 

Art. 3. The business of this Society shall be directed by a Board, to be 
known as “The Board of Church-Extension of the Iowa Conference,” to consist 
of a President, Vice-President and seven Managers, to be appointed annually, 
and a Corresponding Secretary, Recording Secretary and Treasurer, who shall 
hold their offices at the pleasure of the Iowa Conference, one-half of the officers 
and managers to be laymen of the church; the said Conference to appoint the 
said Board from time to time, on nomination of the Bishop and Presiding 
Elders, as hereinbefore provided. 

Art. 4. The said Board shall act from year to year, as the standing com- 
mittee of the said Iowa Conference, on the subject of Church-extension. 

Art. 5. The said Board, or -the donors to the Society, may designate the 
gOciety, or societies, to which they desire any part, or the whole, of the dona- 
tions by them made to be appropriated, which special designation shall be pub- 
licly acknowledged by the Parent Board; but in the event that more funds 
shall be raised for any particular society, or object, than is necessary, or than 
has been appropriated by the general committee of the Parent Board, the sur- 
plus shall be at the disposal of the Parent Society, for its general purposes.* 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the Board to exercise -a general supervision 
and control of the interests of Church- Extension in the said Iowa Conference, 
subject to the directions of the Discipline and of the Parent Board. And they 
shall present through their Secretary and Treasurer, to the said Conference, 
annually, a full report of their finances and action, for the approval of the Con- 
ference. And the Treasurer shall carefully compare his report of collections re- 
ceived, Avith that of the Statistical Secretary of said Conference, for the correc- 
tion of errors, and shall report to the said Conference any unexplained discrep- 
ancies in said reports; and said Treasurer shall admit in his report of collec- 
tions, only cash receipts, for which he shall have in his possession either the 
money or satisfactory vouchers. But he shall make a separatereport of any 
other donations or bequests made to the Church-Extension cause in said Con- 
ference during the year.

Art. 7. An annual meeting of said Board shall be held at the seat of the 
session of the Iowa Conference, at a time to be fixed by the said Board, at 
which the reports of collections, donations and bequests shall be made, and any 
necessary business transacted. There shall also, in connection with said annual 
Conference session, be held an anniversary of the Society, to hear the financial 
reports and addresses in promotion of the cause. 

Art. 8. The payment of one dollar per annum shall constitute an annual 
member of the Society; of five dollars or more, a life member; and of fifty dol- 
lars, an honorary Director for life. And the Secretary shall include in his re- 
, port, the names of all such donors, together with the names of all who, by the 
payment of the sums fixed by the Parent Society, are constituted life-members 
or Directors of the Parent Society; and the names of such life-members or 
Directors, shall be forwarded by the Secretary to the Corresponding Secretary 
of the Parent Society, at Philadelphia. 

Art. 9. All moneys raised for this Society, after deductibg necessary ex- 
penses, shall be forwarded to the Treasurer of the Parent Society, as soon as 
practicable, and the receipt of said Treasurer, or of an agent of the Book Con- 
cern, and for moneys applied on expenses, the order of the Board, signed by the 
President, shall be the voucher of the Treasurer of this Board. 

Art. 10. This Constitution shall be in force from and after the close of the 
session of said Iowa Conference for 1872, and said Conference shall, at its said 
session, appoint the first Board of Church-Extension, as herein provided. 

Art. 11. This Constitution may be altered or amended by the said Iowa 
Conference at any time, after one day’s notice of such proposed change. 



CONSTITUTION OF IOWA CONFERENCE SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION. 



Article 1. The title of this association shsill be “The Sunday School Union 
of the Iowa Conference, auxiliary to the Sunday School Union of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church.’’ 

Art. 2. The object of the said Union shall be to promote the cause of Sun- 
day Schools in connection with the Methodist EjDiscopal Church. 

Art. 3. All the members of the Iowa Conference, the officers and teachers of 
our Sunday Schools, and any members of the Church who may file their names 
with the Secretary, are hereby declared members of this Union. 

Art. 4. The business of the Union shall be directed by a Board, to be known 
as “The Sunday School Board of the Iowa Conference,’’ to consist of a Presi- 
dent, Vice-President, and one Ministerial and one Lay Manager from each Dis- 
trict of the Conference, to be appointed annually; and a Secretary and Treas- 
urer, who shall hold their offices at the pleasure of the Iowa Conference; the 
said Conference to nominate and appoint the said Board from time to time, as 
hereinbefore provided. 

Art. 5. The said Board shall act from year to year as the Standing Commit- 
tee on Sunday Schools of said Iowa Conference. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of said Board to exercise a general supervision 
and control of the interests of Sunday Schools in connection with our Church in 
said Conference, subject to the Discipline and the direction of the Parent So- 
ciety; to organize District Auxiliaries and to raise funds for the cause; and they 
shall present, through their Secretary and Treasurer, to the Iowa Conference, 
^nually, a full report of their finances and action, for the approval of the Con- 
ference, and the Treasurer shall carefully compare his report of collections re- 
vived with the report made to the Statistical Secretary of said Iowa Conference

ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION OF IOWA CONFERENCE, 1874. 




Whereas, The Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, | 
an Association organized within the state of Iowa, and according to the pro- | 
visions of the Discipline of the said church, has by a vote of a majority oi its ^ 
members, directed us, members of the said Conference, to proceed to the Incor- | 
poration of the said Conference, agreeably to the laws of the State of Iowa on 
that subject, made and provided : 

Therefore, be it known, that we, whose names are hereunto subscribed, to- 
wit: James G. Barton, C. S. Cooper, William H. Honn, J. T. Simmons and 
L. 0. Housel, being of lawful age, and citizens of the State of Iowa, and of the 
United States; do hereby, by authority of said Iowa Annual Conference, pro- 
ceed to associate ourselves, together with all such persons who are, or hereafter | 
may be, agreeably to the rules of the said Methodist Episcopal Church, mem- 
bers of the said Iowa Annual Conference, into a Corporation, by signing, ac- 
knowledginff, and causing to be properly filed and recorded according to law, 
this certificate, containing the Articles of Incorporation, as follows: ; 

Article I. — This Association shall be known by the corporate title of “The 
Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church.’’ 

Art. II. — The objects of the corporation shall be the promotion of religion, 
benevolence and learning, in co-operation with the said Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and the support of the Ministers, Widows and Orphans connected with 
the said Iowa Annual Conference. 

Art. III. — The business of this corporation shall be controlled and di- 
rected by the said Iowa Annual Conference, through a Board of not less than 
five Trustees, who shall consist of the persons elected from year to year, the 
Stewads of the Conference, as provided for by the Discipline of said Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and they shall hold their offices until their successors are 
appointed. 

Art. IV. — The said Iowa Annual Conference shall have fuirpower to en- 
act, amend or annul such By-Laws and other regulalions for the control of the 
said Board and the management of the business of the corporation, as may be 
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consistent with this certiffcate, and with the laws of the State of Iowa, and 
said Trustees shall make a full report of their business to the said Iowa Annual 
Conference from year to year. 

Art. V. — The place of business of said corporation shall be, during its an- 
nual session, at the seat of the said Iowa Annual^ Conference; but its regular 
place of business shall be at Ottumwa, Iowa. 

Art. VI. — This corporation shall have full power to receive, by purchase, 
donation, bequest, or otherwise, any real or personal property for the uses of 
said corporation, and to hold and dispose of the same; providing, that the sum 
so held at any one time shall not exceed $50,000. It shall have the right to sue 
and be sued, and shall also enjoy all other rights and privileges that are now, 
or that hereafter may be conferred by the laws of the State of Iowa upon simi. 
lar corporations, and which may be applicable to the circumstances and needs 
of this corporation. And the private property of the mem^rs shall not be 
liable to the debts of the corporation. 

Art. _VIl. — In case of the corporation becoming vested of real estate, 
whether in trust or otherwise, where it is so desired, the corporation may ap- 
point local trustees to take charge of the same, under such conditions as the 
said corporation may determine. 

Art. VIII. — This corporation shall continue in force for twenty years, and 
be subject to renewal, and this certificate may be amended agreeably to the 
provisions of the laws of the State of Iowa, and by a majority vote of the said 
Iowa Annual Conference. 

Art. IX. — The first Board of Trustees of said corporation shall consist of 
the following persons. Stewards of the Iowa Conference, viz: J. G. Barton, C. 

S. Cooper, W. H. Honn, J. T. Simmons and L. 0. Housel.

And whereas, by a vote of a majority of the members of said Iowa Conference, 
the said Educational Society has been authorized and directed to proceed to a 
legal Incorporation, agreeably to the laws of the State of Iowa with respect to 
corporations other than those for pecuniary profit. And whereas the under- 
signed, to-wit: George N. Power, E. H. Waring, John Wheeler, W. G. Wil- 
son, W. F, Cowles, J. T. Simmons, and Ira 0. Kemble, citizens of the State of 
Iowa, of full age, and members of the Board of Officers and Managers of said 
Educational Society, have been directed by said Conference to proceed to the 
said incorporation, agreeably to the laws of the State of Iowa with respect to 
corporations other than those for pecuniary profit. 

Therefore be it known, that we, the said George N. Power, E. H. Waring, 
John Wheeler, W. G. Wilson, W. F. Cowles, John T. Simmons and 1. 0. Kem- 
ble, do hereby associate ourselves, together with all such persons who are or 
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hereafter may be associated with us, upon such terms of membership as may 
be agreed upon between the said Iowa Annual Conference and this Society, into 
a Corporation, by signing, acknowledging and causing to be filed, this certifi- 
cate, setting forth the Articles of Incorporation of the said Educational Society, 
as follows : i 

Article I. — This Association shall be known by the style and title of “ The 
Educational Society of the Iowa Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

Art. II. — ^The objects of this Society shall be the promotion of the cause of 
Christian education in connection with the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
particularly within the Iowa Conference. 

Art. III. — The business of this Corporation shall be directed by the said 
Iowa Conference, through a Board of Officers and Managers, to consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, and one minister and one 
lay person from each Presiding Elder’s District of the said Iowa Conference. 
The said Board to be elected annually by the said Iowa Annual Conference, on 
nomination of the said Educational Society, and to hold their offices until their 
successors are appointed. 

Art. IV. — The place of business of said Corporation shall be at the seat of 
the said Iowa Conference during the time of its annual session. At other times 
it shall be at Mt. Pleasant, Henry county, Iowa. 

Art. V. — This Corporation shall have full power in its own name, to take, 
receive, hold and possess any real or personal property, whether acquired by 
purchase, donation, bequest, or otherwise, for the uses thereof, and for the pur- 
poses herein set forth, and to dispose of the same, subject to the direction of 
the said Iowa Conference; provided, that the amount so held shall not exceed at 
any one time the sum of My thousand dollars. And the said Corporation shall 
have the right to sue and be sued, and shall enjoy all the further rights, powers, 
and privileges that are or may be conferred upon similar institutions by the laws 
of the State of Iowa. 

Art. VI. — The board of Officers and Managers herein provided for shall 
make a full report annually of their doings, and of the condition of the So- 
ciety, to the said Iowa Conference. And shall have power to make, alter, sus- 

E end or repeal, [subject to the approval of the said Iowa Conference,] such By- 
laws as may be deemed necessary for the further governance of said Corpora- 
tion, and not inconsistent with these Articles. And the private property of the 
members of this Corporation shall not be liable for the debts thereof. 

Art. VII. — The first Board of Oflficers and Managers, under these Articles, 
shall consist of the following persons, to- wit: President, Rev. E. H. Waring; 
Vice-President, Rev. W. G. Wilson; Secretary, Rev. E. L. Briggs; Treasurer, 
Rev. I. 0. Kemble; Managers, W. F. Cowles, W. I. Babb, J. B. Blakeney, R. 
S. McEntire, W. H. H. Pillsbury, W. Tackaberry, J. C. Brown, John Mahin, B. 
Mark, F. M. Davenport, J. T. Simmons, G. W. Bowen. ‘ 

Art. VIII. — This Corporation shall exist for twenty years from the date here- 
of. And these Articles may be amended at any tinie, after one day’s notice of 
such amendment, by the concurrent action of the said Iowa Conference and*Ed- 
ucational Society, and as further provided by the laws of the State of Iowa.

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HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF IOWA CONFERENCE — CONSTITUTION. 



Article I. This Society shall be called the Historical Society of the Iowa 
Conference of the M. E. Church. It shall consist of all the members of the 
, Iowa Conference, together with such others as may contribute at least one dol- 
lar annually to the funds of the Society. 

f .Art. II. — The objects of the Society shall be: 1. The collection and preser- 
■ vation (1) of the history, establishment and progress of the Church within the 
bounds of the Conference. (2) Of the personal and bioOTaphical history of the 
Ministers and distinguished laymen and women of the Conference. (3) Of the 
history of our literary institutions. (4) Of the general events of our Church 
history in the Conference. 

2. The collection and preservation of such records and memorials of our his- 
tory as may be liable to loss, or may be placed in its charge. 

3. The arranging for suitable monuments, when not otherwise provided for, 
to perpetuate the memory and mark the resting places of our deceased 
ministers. 

Art. III. — The Officers of the Society shall be a President, Vice-President, 
Corresponding Secretary, Recording Secretary, Treasurer, and one Minister and 
one Layman from each District of the Conference, who, with the officers, shall 
constitute a Board of Managers for the Society. The officers and managers 
shall be appointed annually by the Annual Conterence. 

Art. IV. — The officers shall perform the usual duties of their several offices. 

Art. V. — The annual meeting shall be held at the seat of the Conference, at 
some suitable time during the session, when the officers shall make their annual 
reports, and addresses shall be delivered by persons appointed for the pur- 
pose. 

Art. VI. — This Constitution can be changed at any time by a vote of the 
Annual Conference.
